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Wann weather 
poses snake 
troubles 

WMto spring weatiwr brings much to 
be siiioyed, it siso prompts the Southern 
CelHomia Veterinary Medicai Association 
(8CVMA) to warn it aiso brings snakes 
out of hibernation. This means pet owners 
should be especiaity caretui to protect 
their pete in areas known to be inhabited 
by poisonous snakes. 

Veterinarians in some areas have al¬ 
ready laported an Increase In pets brought 
In to be treated for snakebite. Others say 
that the fact they have seen none yet is 
no reason for owners to be complacent. 

Each year the onset of warm weather 
heightens the danger of pets being bitten, 
especially in hilly or canyon areas. The 
typical pet has no fear of snakes and is 
usually curious about what it views as an 
Interesting new playmate. All bites from 
a poisonous reptile are serious, since the 
venom can cause extensive destruction of 
the tissue, sometimes requiring skin 
grafts, or even amputation. 

Dogs are bitten on the average of 
10 times more frequently than humans, 
largely because they are naturally in¬ 
quisitive creatures. Dogs and cats are 
most often bitten on the head, horses and 
cattle on the legs or head. Bites on the 
nose and head can be disastrous because 
of the tremendous swelling which rapidly 
occurs, putting pressure on the nostrils 
and windpipe. As a result, the animals 
find it difficult, if not impossible to 
breathe. 

Should your pet be bitten, it is im¬ 
portant to keep it quiet. The bitten limb 
should be Immobilized, and a loose tourni¬ 
quet applied to impede the spread of 
venom without cutting off circulation of 
the blood. 

Following emergency treatment, it is 
Imperative that the animal receive pro¬ 
fessional treatment from the nearest vet- 
arinarian. 

Said one local veterinarian, “Time is 
critical In such cases. I had a puppy 
brought in last week that a rattler had bit¬ 
ten on the nose. The pup stopped breath¬ 
ing Just as it arrived. Fortunately, we were 
able to ravfve it, but had it been brought 
In five minutes later, it would have died." 

Free examination 
for elderly pets 
and pets of elderly 

The pets of senior citizens (60 and 
older) will benefit during National Pet 
Week, May 3 - 9, thanks to a free 10-point 
Pet Health Check being offered by mem¬ 
bers of the Southern California Veterin¬ 
ary Medical Association (SCVM A). 

Senior pets (dogs and cats 10 years 
and older) will also be afforded the same 
10-point Pet Health check at no charge, 
regardless of the pet owner’s age, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Richard Sullivan, SGVMA Presi¬ 
dent, who Is overseeing National Pet 
Week activities in the southland. 

Dr. Sullivan said that 92 small animal 
practitioners had volunteered to partici¬ 
pate in the National Pet Week program 
and to provide the free Pet Health checks 
as a community service. Participating vet¬ 
erinarians have also agreed to reduce their 
cost for vaccines and baths by 25 percent 
to senior citizens whose pets need those 
services. 

"Senior citizens value the com¬ 
panionship of animals, and we want to 
make sure that these pets are healthy 
year-around,” Dr. Sullivan said. 

Senior citizens and owners of senior 
pets can learn which veterinary hospitals 
are participating in the event by calling 
the SCVM A offices at (213) 723-1746 or 
(714) 523-0980, or by writing to Pet Health 
Check. SCVMA, 8338 Rosemead Boule¬ 
vard, Pico Rivera, CA 90660. Those who 
inquire during National Pet Week will be 
given the names of veterinarians parti¬ 
cipating in the program in their com¬ 
munities. They can then schedule an ap¬ 
pointment for the free Pet Health Check 
at their and the veterinarian’s convenience.

Last week’s column closed with the qucsiion. 
“When do you have a cataract removed?’’ 

The answer is based on some very persiuial 
and individualized information. The answer, quite 
simply, is: You have a cataract removed when it 
begins to have a negative impact on your lile- 
style! 

You have to be the judge, but here are some 
guidelines that might be helpful: 

Is your vision adequate for driving? 


Can you sec well enough to do the things 
that arc important to you? 

Do you feel handicapped in any way by the 
reduction in your visual acuity? 

In one ease, a 50-year-old trucker’s career 
was saved by cataract surgery. In another, a re¬ 
tired person whose lifestyle was somewhat sedentary, 
(light gardening, watching TV, reading the news¬ 
paper) chose not to have the surgery. 

Both choices were valid, because they res¬ 
ponded to the lifestyle requirements of the in- 
div idual. 

Lven though I perform cataract surgery, I do 
not recommend it for everyone. Instead, I pre- 
ler to think of myself as a consultant retained 
to assist you in solving a vision problem. I can 
tell you what the options are but, since you are 
the client. it's always your choice! 

Ihe requirement of some insurers for second 
opinions before they authorize cataract surgery; 
should not be seen as an obstacle. Instead, think' 
of the second opinion requirement as an opportun-' 
ity for you to become certain of your decision. 

Remember, you are the only person who can 
decide what is necessary for your lifestyle.

The cost of lumber was $60 
and it is grained hemlock, an unusual hardwood. 
The clock has been appraised at over $3000. He 
has also made smaller clocks with wooden cases 
of beautiful design. 

The latest project for this local craftsman is 
making a violin. He has researched violin-making 
and would like very much to come as close to a 
1685 Stradivarius as possible. 

Hodge says violin making is a very slow^pro- 
cess. The wood must be air dried for five years, 
otherwise it may crack when you begin the delicate 
work of shaping and piecing together the parts. 

He is using a wood referred to as red and 
yellow birch and this must be brought down to no 
more than 3/16 of an inch thick when it becomes 
part of the instrument. , 

The fine tone of a violin depends a great deal 
on the correct placing of the sound post, a small 
piece of wood that is under the top section and 
between the two “S” shaped frets. 

Hodge plays no musical instrument. He laments 
this fact because most of the members of his family 
do. But it is a comforting thought that he has 
his own special gift and that he is using that gift 
in the fast pace of today’s world.

funding. They each are 
committed to serve en¬ 
tirely different interests, 
each feeling that the in¬ 
terests they represent de¬ 
serve the highest priority. 
Well, for now, these two 
are setting an example 
that most large cities 
could follow. They are 
working together to build 
a public swimming pool. 

Monrovia recently lost 
its “Municipal Plunge,” 
the old public pool. Mon¬ 
rovia High school needed 
a new pool. The result 
has been a cooperative 
effort, not without its 
pitfalls and errors, that 
will give Monrovians, 
particularly the kids, a 
new swim facility by the 
end of this summer. 

This has some far- 
reaching implications. 
Not only am I not go¬ 
ing to go out and 
purchase boxing gloves 
for my two daughters, 
but perhaps a few other 
civic organizations will 
take the hint and coop¬ 
erate too. Think of what 
would happen if Public 


Works Departments co¬ 
operated with Transpor¬ 
tation Departments. We 
could see the end of 
streets torn up and closed 
during peak traffic hours. 

What if Building Per¬ 
mits cooperated with 
Code Inspections? ,lt 
could mean the end of 
the three-month headache 
usually associated with 
turning a garage into a 
rumpus room. The pos¬ 
sibilities are endless. 

I may take my child¬ 
ren over to the build¬ 
ing site. Not just to show 
them what a pool under 
construction looks like 
or to show them where 
they will be swimming, 
but rather, to show them 
cooperation in action.
